To ſerue God according to his Ordinance in his word, 
Secondly, To obey my Prince, Thirdly, To lous and 
ſerue my Country, vnito which he added, To beware of 
and to hate all Popiſh ſuperitition and 1dolatry. All 
which ke religiouſly enlarged, and preſſed vnto me, 
the more, in regard of my render, youthfall', and 
 vnripe yeares.. Vhich Swen-like Song of my deare 
Parent, tooke ſo deepe an impreſſion in me, that [ 
being called x my Souecraigne the Queene, (and be. 
ing but a youth, ſhe was pleaſed to call me her Boy) 
to ſeruc her Maieſty and gy Country, did the wil- 
linger yeeld and obey wy Prewee her Command, an 
centred into Aion. | 
Firſt, in the yeare of our Lord 1585. and xix. of 
my Pupill-age, I went with the Earle of Zeicefter my 
Father inlaw into the Netherlands, where I had the. 
Honorable charge of Generall of the Horſe, in a 
faire Army : Where, I aduenturcd my life, and ſub- 
icted my felfe ro many kinds of wants (diſagreeing 
with my education and yecres, &c.) Vhich I did for 
the Hogor of my Prince and Country. . 
Secondly, in the yeare 1589. I cnterprized my_ 
voyage into Portagall, with a poore diſtreſſed and 
exiled King Dow Atonjio, whom many times (with 
Pitty) heard repcate (with tearcs) the ſtory of his op- = 
prefſions by Phi/lip King of Speine ; who by force and 
tyratiny had vſurped his Crowne ef Portugal: Allo, 
confidering the enemy againſt whom Iwent, an in- 


lolent, erucll, and viurping Prince , that — Er: 
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the Common-peace, was a generall enemy to the 


liberty of atl Chriſtendom; ang in particuar aſpire 


- the Conqueſt of my Country, and the caule I went, 


was to dcliucr the oppreſſed out of the hands of 


the Oppeſſour ; and ( by -g1uing the CaZtillzan his » 


handtuil athome)'to free both mine owne Country 
and our Confederates from the feare anc danger of 
his attempts : Ad lally, a time in which I went, 
when as mine cycs, ſuil of difdaine, had fo lately 


ſecne his (fal{ly called)' Invincble Armada layle by 


our ſhore: when all the braue hearts 1n Ezg/azd boy- 
led till they ſaw that 2nſo/rnt-exemy taught, both to 
know himſelfe, and valew Ys. And had the Portu- 
gals riſcn and affified me,.I ſhould haiie gone nigh 
ro have pluckt Portugals Crowne oft the Viurpers 


head, and vlaced it on thelawfull Kings head : but- 
they tor feare| of Bhilip were faithleſlc ro Antorro. ' 


Yet in that my Voyage, what Iattewpted to ayde 


' thewronged and baniſhed King, and for Honor of 


my Pcinc? and Countrey, if you know it not, let 
your Chronicles reſolue you. 

Thirdly, 1a the yearc 159 r. I conducted and 
was Genera'l of her Maicſty, my Soucratgnes ſuc- 


conrsto 77ers the French King, a Prince, whom for 
M15 admirable valour, and often fip ting with his 


. Owne hands, againſt his enemies, was not onely the 
moſt famous, but. rhe moſt renowned and redoub- 
te C:praine of Chriſtendome : And the end of. 


that my ſcruice, was, to free the maritine parts of 
Normaniy trom the hands of the league and power 
ot the Spaniard, that thereby hee our enemy, ſhould 


allo 


fid kſc ſuccour or fauour in thoſe Scas; &c, This 
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alſo was done, for Honor of my Prince and Conn. 


Fourthly, in the ycare 1596. I vnderrooke my 


| Spaniſh Voyageto Cad'z, where, not only I ſoone 
{cized on, facked, and burne. tie Towne, and en- 


riched my Followers, and Soulicrs , but we burne 
his beſt Shipping, and brought away his Ordt- 


rance,, and ſome Ships, deſtroying his Sea provi- 


lions : Yea,put him to ſuch charge and loſſe, as he 
ſhortly afterplayed Bankerupt , with all his Credi- 


rors,8&c. And tais likewiſe | did, for Honor of my 


Prince and Country. 
Fittly, in the yeareTI 59 7. my Spaniſh Voyage 
towards the Tercera s, Was intended with her Maie- 


ſies leaue,and by her command for Faya/l, to aſlaile_ 
the Adelantado there, and thicher I ſhaped my _ 
courſe ; and had it beene proſperous, and fortunate, 


I had made my Soucraigneſuch an abſolute Queene 
of the Ocean , and difarmed, and diſabled the ene. 


my at Sea, as that ſhe might eyther haue enforced 
him to any conditions of Peace, or made Warre on 


him,to her infinite Aduantage,and his vtter Ruine. 

- But that my deſigne was fatallyfruftrated by vio- 
lene and long Tempeſts, which tooke vs 1m the 
height of 46. VVhich ſcattered our Fleete . difa- 
bled and almoſt drowned moft of our principall 
Ships , and. (when wee could no longer beare 1t vp 
againft the V Vind) draue vs backe vppon our owne 
Coaſt ; and to what a deſperate caſe my owne Ship 


was brought? there witnefles were enow:My attEpts 
and endcauours were neuerthelefſe, my dangers, 


and endurance of hardncfſe the more, &c. And
